These  same  nineteen  went  on  to  the  uneventful  second  grade  and  a  new  teacher,  Mrs. 
Anna  Britt.  The  third  grade  saw  us  gain  four  new  classmates,  Lois  Geiger,  Alice  Gentis, 
Carmen  Ralston,  and  Virginia  Hall,  and  also  a  new  teacher,  Mrs.  Lela  Smith. 

We  gained  one  new  member  in  the  fourth  grade  by  the  name  of  Edward  Harlan  and  lost  to 
Huntington  Township,  our  old  friend,  Larry  Nelson,  but  we  still  were  privileged  to  have  the 
same  teacher  for  the  first  time  in  our  school  career.
